Programme Notes 


LINCOLNSHIRE POSY 


Percy Grainger said “This bunch of 
‘musical wildflowers’ (hence the title 
‘Lincolnshire Posy”)...is dedicated to the 
old folksingers who sang so sweetly to me. 
Indeed, each number is intended to be a 
kind of musical portrait of the singer who 
sang its underlying ‘melody - a musical 
portrait of the singer’s personality no less 
than of his habits of song - his regular or 
irregular wonts of rhythm, his preference 
for gaunt or ornately arabesqued delivery, 
his contrasts of legato and staccato, his 
tendency towards breadth or delicacy of 
tone.” Lincolnshire Posy has become one 
of the classics of the repertoire of band. 


THE PINES OF ROME 

I. The Pines of the Villa Borghese 
Children are at play in the pine groves of 
Villa Borghese; they dance round in 
circles, they play at soldiers, marching and 
fighting, they are wrought up by their own 
cries like swallows at evening, they come 
and go in swarms. Suddenly the scene 
changes, and... 


II. Pines Near a Catacomb 

..we see the shades of the pine-trees 
fringing the entrance of a catacomb. From 
the depth rises the sound of mournful 
psalmsinging, floating through the air like 
a solemn hymn, and gradually and 
mysteriously dispersing. 


III. The Pines of the Janiculum 

A quiver runs through the air: the pine-trees 
of the Janiculum stand distinctly outlined 
in the clear light of a full moon. A 
nightingale is singing. 


IV. The Pines of the Appian Way 

Misty dawn on the Appian Way: solitary 
pine-trees guarding the magic landscape; 
the muffled, ceaseless rythm of unending 
footsteps. The poet has a fantastic vision 
of bygone glories; trumpets sound and, in 
the brilliance of the newly-risen sun, a 
consular army bursts forth towards the 


Sacred Way, mounting in triumph to the 
Capitol. 


FANFARE OF PRIDE AND JOY 

Tibor Polgar was born in Budapest and 
graduated from the Liszt Academy of 
Music, where he studied with Zoltan 
Kodaly. For twenty-five years, he was head 
of music with the Hungarian Radio and 
conductor of its Symphony orchestra. He 
moved to Canada in 1964 and was, until 
his retirement, a member of the University 
of Toronto’s Opera Department and 
Canadian Opera Company music staff. Mr. 
Polgar was a prolific composer whose 
works include operas, radio and film scores, 
chamber music, and vocal, orchestral, and 
solo compositions. His one-act opera, The 
Glove, has received ninety-five 
performances in schools across Canada. 
Fanfare of Pride and Joy was given its first 
performance by the University of Toronto 
Wind Symphony in 1983. Near the end, 
there is a brief quotation from Oh Canada. 
For performances by American bands, there 
is an alternative ending which quotes The 
Star-Spangled Banner. 


FIRST SUITE IN E FLAT OP. 28, NO. 1 
Gustav Holst, one of England’s most 
prolific composers, was also a professional 
trombonist and a teacher of composition 
and organ. During the First World War he 
was placed in command of all English 
Army Bands. His Frist Suite is conceived 
as an entity, with a thematic motive which 
runs through its three movements. The suite 
begins with the Chaconne, a moderate 
allegro in 3/4, based on an eight-bar 
ground, repeated sixteen times in the course 
of the movement. 


IRISH TUNE FORM COUNTY 
DERRY 

Irish Tune from County Derry is one of the 
best known and most loved ofall folksongs. 
Grainger “lovingly and reverently” 
dedicated the setting to the memory of 
Edvard Grieg. 


Meet the Artists 


STEPHEN CHENETTE had a 
distinguished performing career before 
joining the Faculty of Music in 1972. He 
played in major symphony orchestras for 
sixteen years, holding the position of 
principal trumpet with the Minnesota 
Orchestra, Boston Pops, St. Paul Chamber 
Orchestra, and Denver Symphony, and 
appearing as a soloist with numerous or- 
chestras. His trumpet teachers include 
Arnold Jocobs, Armando Ghitalla, William 
Vacchiano, Rafael Mendez, and Samuel 
Krauss. He received extensive training as 
an orchestral conductor studying with 
Leonard Bernstein, Hans Swarowsky, 
Frederick Fennell, Richard Lert, and Jean 
Morel, and is the conductor of the 
Hannaford Street Silver Band on two com- 
pact discs. A charter member of the 
International Trumpet Guild, he was twice 
elected Secretary, and is in his fourth term 
on its Board of Directors. His research 
includes the physiology of wind instrument 
performance, the French repertoire for 
trumpet and cornet, and. European Brass 
Pedagogy. His articles and reviews have 
been published in The Instrumentalist and 
the ITG Journal . Since 1998, he has made 
three trips to Russia and the Ukraine as 
guest conductor with professional wind 
bands. 


DOUGLAS COURT is a native of 
Toronto, Canada where he received his 
early musical training in The Salvation 
Army. His formal music education was at 
the University of Toronto where he 
studied trumpet with Stephen Chenette and 
graduated with a Bachelor of Music degree. 
Mr. Court has also studied composition at 
the University of South Florida. While 
living in Toronto Mr. Court worked as a 
freelance trumpet player performing with 
several ensembles such as the Canadian 
Opera Company Orchestra, The National 


Ballet and the Hannaford Street Silver 
Band. He was also a member of the cornet 
section of the Candian Staff Band for fi= 
years and toured extensively with i 
group. 


Born in Montreal, JOHN 
HAWKINS studied piano with Lubka 
Kolessa at the Conservatoire de musique 
et d'art dramatique. At McGill University, 
on a Woodrow Wilson Fellowship, he was 
a composition student of Istvan Anhalt. He 
also attended summer courses at 
Tanglewood and the conducting seminar of 
Pierre Boulez in Basel, Switzerland in 
1969. As a pianist he took part in 
performances of over 70 new works as a 
member of the ensembles of Montreal's 
Societe de musique contemporaine du 
Quebec and Toronto's New Music 
Concerts. In 1977-78 Hawkins held a 
Canada Council Senior Arts Grant enabling 
him to live and work for one year in New 
York City. Hawkins was the 1983 
recipient of the (Governor General) Jules 
Léger Prize for new chamber music. In 
1970 Hawkins joined the Faculty of Music 
at the University of Toronto, where he 
specializes in the analysis and performa 
of twentieth century repertoire auu 
continues to perform as a pianist and 
conductor. Since 1994 he has organized and 
participated in a series of Music and 
Poetry lecture/concerts featuring twenti- 
eth century vocal literature. Over 35 works 
by 20 different composers have been per- 
formed. Hawkins' compositions have been 
performed in the United States, 
Europe and in most Canadian centres. He 
has written music for various groups and 
organizations such as the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, Toronto Sym- 
phony Orchestra, Nexus, York Winds, New 
Music Concerts, Societe de musique 
contemporaine (Montreal), Chamber 


Concerts Canada and the Banff Centre. 
Recently he has composed several vocal 
-vorks especially for the Music and Poetry 

wies. His catalogue includes over 25 
works for various media, as well as 
arrangements. 


A prizewinner in the 1987 
International Clarinet Society Competition, 
PETER STOLL was also that year Solo 
Clarinetist with the World Orchestra of 
Jeunesses Musicales in Berlin and Vienna. 
Asamember of the Toronto Philharmonia, 
Mr Stoll has performed the Glazunov 
Saxophone Concerto_ at the Ford Centre. 
He has performed with the contemporary 
music groups Continuum, which toured 
western Canada, and ERGO, which 
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travelled to Munich, Germany in 1999, 
where they will make their return 
appearance this June. 


Mr. Stoll was involved in three recent CD 
releases: with Continuum; as part of the 
University of Toronto/Canadian Brass 
All-Star Band; and as soloist in composer 
John Gladwell’s Concerto for Clarinet and 
MIDI. He teaches clarinet and chamber 
music at the University of Toronto and 
adjudicates music festivals frequently, 
including recently the Woodwind | 
Division at the finals of the National 
Music Festival in Winnipeg, where he also 
performed as soloist in the 50th 
Anniversary Gala concert of the festival.
